BOLOGNA, Italy, May 15.—Ar- 
turo Toscanini, conductor of the 
New York Philharmonic Symphony 
Orchestra, at the order of Fascist 
authorities left Bologna today for 
Milan. He was attacked,' struck in 
the face and badly pummeled last 
night when he refused to open a 
concert with the Fascist anthem, 
“Giovinezza.” 

When Toscanini arrived at the 
stage door of the theater a group 
of Fascists requested that he play 
the anthem because Count Ciano, 
Under-secretary in.the Ministry of 
the Interior and father-in-law of 
Premier Mussolini's daughter, was 
in the audience. Toscanini re- 
fused, as he had done before, on 
the ground that the composition is 
not “good music.”” The delegation 
demanded that he reconsider his 
refusal and when he would not one 
of them struck him and forced 
him to return to his hotel. The 
concert was canceled. . 

A large group of Fascists 
marched through the streets to the 
hotel where they made a demon- 
stration of protest and Commen- 
datore Mario Ghenelli, Federal 
Fascist Secretary of the Province, 
talked with Mrs. Toscanini, then 
ordered the conductor to leave the 
city. 

It is neither obligatory nor cus- 
tomary in Italy to play the Fascist 
anthem or the Royal March at a 
concert or opera unless a member 
of the royal family is present. It 
is recalled, however, that when 
the Queen and Princess’ Giovanna 
Maria attended the first cdéntert in 
Rome by the New Yorkyorchestra 
Toscanini aroused much comment 
by ‘not playing the Royal March. 

Among those demandirig that the 
anthem be played was Leandro Ar- 
pinati, an under secretary in the 
Cabinet, and it was reported that 
the man who struck the conductor 
wore a Fascist button. 


Toscanini Sailed From New York 
fdr Italy April 24. 

NEW YORK,. May 15.—Toscanini 
sailed for a visit to his home in 
Italy April 24, a week after the 
close of the New York concert sea- 
son. His voyage caused a post- 
ponement of the Pacific Coast trip 
of his New York orchestra. He is 
said to have been the highest paid 
conductor in this country, receiving 
$69,000 for 40 concerts.

A. Lawrence Lowell, president 
of Harvard University,’ defined the 
university’s aim in his talk before 
the Associated Harvard Clubs, at 
their dinner last night at Hotel 


‘Statler. 


“We are trying to give men the 
power of thinking clearly for them- 
selves,” President Lowell . said. 
“Tnat: doesn’t mean that they all 
think the same. If I found that 


we were turning out men, all think- 
ing right, I would regret it, for that 
would mean that they were think- 
ing what we thought was right. If 
all think for themselves, they will 
differ, and some will approximate 
the truth. The important thing is 
to turn out men trained to grapple 
with all matters, and they will be 
correct in those matters which do 
not involve the emotions.” 

President Lowell was the last of 
four speakers at the dinner. Two 
Harvard deans, Dean H. E. Clifford 
of the Engineer School and acting 
Dean Calvert Magruder of the Law 
School, spoke on their branches of 
graduate study. Edward P. Costi- 
gan United States Senator-elect 
from Colorado, in a one-hour ad- 
dress, carried on the politico-eco- 
nomic discussion in which another 
newly elected Senator, Robert J. 
Bulkley of Ohio, took part at the 
luncheon a few hours before. 

Taine’s Only Conclusion. 

“The historian Taine,” President 
Lowell related, “studied human so- 
ciety in the attempt to arrive at 
some principle of goV@rnment. At 
the end of 20 years’ study, he said 
he had found only one principle, 
namely, that human society is a 
vast and complicated thing. 

“The university is a vast and 
complicated thing. With mankind 
in general, it makes progress by 
tacking, like a sailboat. Progress, 
it seems, comes by over-accentuat- 
ing one thing at a time. This. is 
followed, in each case, by changes 
which go farther than they should. 

“We have been going on the 
principle that we needed technical 
education. Our people formerly 
tended to be jack-of-all-trades, and 
when we became industrialized we 
felt acutely the need for technical 
education. I think I can see that 
this has been carried too far. We 
need integrating experience, and 
men who can see more than their 
own jobs. Up to the end of the 
nineteenth century, the world went 
on subdividing knowledge into 
small compartments. Now we are 
beginning to see all the special sub- 
jects, such as chemistry, zoology, 
botany, as parts of the great study 


of physiology, dealing with the 
functions of all living tissue. 
“Everything is running into 


everything else. Nobody can hold 
all knowledge, but we need a broad 
training that will enable a man to 
see what the specialist means, and 
to know how to use what the spe- 
cialist brings him. 

Culture an Attitude of Mind. 

“Culture is not a body of knowl- 
edge; it is an attitude of mfnd.” 

‘Dr. Lowell then told of the en- 
deavor to train men to think, and 
as an example of practical think- 
ing, on a subject not involving emo- 
tion, he spoke of the work done 
jointly by the Harvard Mecical 
School and Business School in: the 
study of fatigue. This work of re- 
search, he said, is reaching some 
remarkable results. 

“Any result which is rapidly 
reached and universally applied is 
likely to be worthless, or merely 
superficial,” Dr Lewell said. 
“When President Eliot got Dean 
Langdel!l to head the Law Schoal, 
he adopted methods not accepted 
elsewhere, and it was about 20 
years before the school showed 
much growth I hope that the 
changes which Dean Clifford plans 
in the Engineering School will not 
produce great visible results fer 20 
years, or they will not be worth 
doing 


“What difference does it make } 


whether we reach a result in 20 
years? How long is Harvard going 
to exist? Tell me that; and I'll 
tell you what difference 20 “years 
make.”

Johnnie. Paladin, 17-year-old 
amateur boxer, winner of the first 
preliminary in a benefit program 
at Battery A Armory last night,

The program was run for the 
family of Bill Kardinski, Belleville 
amateur, who died under similar 
circumstances following a blow on 
the chin in a training bout, April 
21. Paladin’s death leaves his 
mother and five younger children 
in straitened his 
father being an invalid. 

The cause of death was deter- 
mined at a Coroner's autopsy to- 
day. In the case of Kardinski, who 


died at Belleville, after being un- 
conscious two days, death was at- 
tributed to hemorrhage resulting 
from concussion of the brain. 
Third Appearance in Ring. 
The bout was Paladin’s third ap- 
pearance in the ring and his first 
victory. Representing the Croatian 
Athletic Club, he was matched 
against Jack Richards, a Belleville 
youth, representing the Lowell 
Athletic Club, both 135 pounds. 
Before an audience of about 900 
men, the two youths hammered 
each other through the customary 
three rounds. Undetermined as to 
which was the victor, the judges 
permitted a fourth round and con- 
ceded the bout to Paladin on 
points. His prize was a certificate 
for $10 worth of merchandise. 


In the dressing room, Paladin 
became ill, a condition which was 
dismissed with the usual explana- 
tion, “too much dinner.” At 10:50 
p. m., he left the Armory, 122 
South Grand boulevard, with his 
friend, Paul Hughes, 2323 Hickory 
street, and walked home. 

On the way, Paladin complained 
of @ Rheadache and once placed his 
hands on Hughes’ shoulder during 
a dizzy spell. Reaching home, he 
went quietly to bed so as not to 
disturb the sleeping family. At 2:30 
a. m. his mother was awakened by 
moaning. 

Mother Grows Alarmed. 
The youth seemed unconscious 
and Mrs. Paladin aroused her up- 
stairs neighbor, Mrs. Frank Relja. 
Failing to find a physician in the 
neighborhood, Mrs. Kelja_ tele- 
phoned a Webster Groves doctor 
for advice and was told to call a 
city ambulance immediately. The 
youth was dead when the ambul- 
ance arrived at 3730. 

Paladin, who would have been 18 
years old on May 28, came to St. 
Louis from Wisconsin five years ago 
with hig family, attending Chou- 
teau Public School and McKinley 
Vocational School. He was em- 
ployed at the Moloney Electric Co. 
and had been training as an elec- 
trician in night classes at the David 
Ranken Jr. School of Mechanical 
Trades. His father, Kuzmo Pala- 
din, a stone mason, is a patient at 
Koch Hospital.

Chimpanzee Probable Companion of Yonnoh 
—Vierheller Discusses Caste Dis- 
tinctions Among Apes.

The 2-year-old female gorilla 
which arrived at the Zoo yester- 
day is singularly like a child in 
temperament. She gets l@nesome 
and to remain healthy, she mist 
have amusement. 

_ Therefore a young chimpanzee— 
probably a new one bought for that 
especial purpose—will be assigned 
as Yonnoh’'s playmate, and will live 
in the cage with. her. 

But not as an equal. -Animal 
dealers who have handled the big- 
gest apes assert that gorillas look 
upon other breeds of ape and m6n- 
key as decidedly inferior. In the 
wild state, they are animals to be 
ignored as beneath notice. In eap- 
tivity, péts and nothing more. 

When a dealer was here several 
years ago with @ young gorilla he 
wanted to sell for $6000, he told 
Vierheller and @ reporter, “Just 
watch this fellow, Ngi. He'll play 
with a chimp, just 4s a child would 
with a monkey. or a dog. But 
‘accept the chimp as an equal? 
Never!”’ 

Vierheller is inclined to believe 
there is nothing in the sparse 
scientific record of gorillas in cap- 
tivity, on this aristocratic mental 
quirk. However, he said, that was 
no reason to disregard it as an 
animal man’s romance. | 

Caste Among Apes. 

“Most captive gorillas have chim- 
panzees for playmates,” he contin- 
ued. <‘Fréquently they will -spend 
long periods staring at the chimps, 
fingering them reflectively and oc- 
casionally pushing thém over to 
note the disparity in strength. The 
puzzlement in their expression is 
obvious. And they are, you know, 
the mental and physical aristocrats 
of the anthropoid apes. Just as 
the gibbon is the lowest of the 
apes, and the orang-utan and chim- 
panzee are in between, the gorilla 
is the highest.” 

In this respect it will be recalled 
that John Ringling had a female 
gorilla, Susie, at his circus winter 
quarters in Sarasota, Fla. The an- 
imal dressed and undressed itself, 
used table utensils and performed 
half a dozen feats of mental  gil- 
ity. It was even asserted that she 
could enun¢iate a few words. ,In 
that respect it will be recajled, 
however, that Ringling has a Skill- 


an ape especially for Yonnoh. 

“I want a very small one," he 
said, “because they grow ‘faster 
than gorillas, and I don’t want 
Yonnoh to become disconsolate over 
‘the death of her pet. Apes take 
those things hard.”’ 

Paid $2700 for Yonnoh. 
Vierheller and Fred W. Pape, 
Park Commissioner, bought Yon- 
noh for the zoo last Tuesday, two 
hours after she landed at New 
York on a freighter from Africa. 
They paid Ellis 8. Joseph, animal 
dealer, $2700 for her and kept her 
at the New York Zoological Park 
until Wednesday noon, when they 
started home. The gorilla is 32 
inches tall and weighs 24 pounds. 
Also purchased on the trip were 
fare birds, two Surinam toads, and 
a pair of nilghaus,‘a species of an- 
telope. The male and female ante- 
lope were shipped separately and 
when they arrived, in the female's 
shipping box was a fawn; born en 
route, 

The toads are from South Amer- 
ica. Six inches long and three inch- 
es wide, they are only half an inch 
thick live mostly in water, and are 
almost unable to move on land. 
The hatching of their young is one 
of the strangest phenomena 
known to herpetology. The female 
has enlarged pores upon her back. 
After she lays eggs, the male de- 
posits them in the pores and seals 
them there. There the eggs re- 
main until the young are born. 
Photographs have been obtained of 
adults with heads and legs of new- 
ly-hatched young projecting from 
the pores. 

The toads, and:a pair of six-foot 
rainbow boa constrictors, were ob- 
tained, Vierheller said, through the 
friendship of Dr. Raymond L. Dit- 
mars, curator of reptiles and mam- 
mals at the New York Zoological 
Park. 

“He split two shipments with 
us,” Vierheller explained. “All the 
toads and snakes were consigned to 
him, but he was out hunting snakes 
near Murphysboro, Ill., with us two 
weeks ago, and as a result of that 
contact, he let us wave half of each 
shipment.”

Lacking a working majority In 
the House of Commons, he was 
compelled to maintain a somewhat 
irksome liaison with the Liberals to 
retain power. 

It wasn’t much fun and  dis- 
pleased both Laborites and Liber- 
als.

at least he stood revealed as Aa 
master politician, a match for any. 

General elections in England 
roughly correspond to American 
presidential elections. 

The technique calls for Issues 
and accusations that can be flung 
hard enough to arouse mass re- 
sponse and, above all, a first rate 
slogan. 

“Peers Against People.” 

If the Labor Party is forced to 
face a general election its battle- 
cry undoubtedly will be “peers 
against the people.” 

Generally considered a vestigial 
appendage, the Lords for the first 
time in years have challenged the 
nower of the Commons, 

First, they dismantled the Gov- 
ernment’s education bill, raising 
the school age limit, a beloved so- 
cial reform of the Labor party. 
That was resented as meddling, 
but nothing was done. 

But more recently the upper 
house turned the agricultural land 
bill into a meaningless thing and 
demanded guarantees that the 
Commons would not attempt to get 
it through again. 

This bill was aimed at improving 
agriculture and lessening unem-

FRISCO TO ABANDON 
TWO-CENT COACH FARE 


Notifies Alabama Commission 
That It Has Résulted in 
Substantial Loss. 


The experiment of attempting to 
increase railroad passenger traffic 
in the face of business depression 
by reducing coach rates is to be 


abandoned for the present, it was 
announced at the Frisco offices 
here today, following notice by 
Vice President J. B. Koontz to the 
Alabama Public Service Commis- 
sion that the experimental 2-cent 
rate would be withdrawn July 1. 

Passenger traffic officials said 
the road would seek to restére the 
3.6-a-mile rate over the entire sys- 
tem. The 2-cent rate, which affect- 
ed only day coach travel, was put 
into effect Feb. 1 in an effort to 
win back passenger traffic which 
had been lost to bus competition. 

“Possibilities are that the period 
of depression is not conducive to a 
true test Koontz wired the Ala- 
bama Commission, “but our ex- 
periment has not served to increase 
travel and has resulted in sub- 
stantial monthly loss in our pas- 
senger revenue.” 

Seven other lines that met the 
coach reduction to points in com- 
petition with the Frisco are the 
Missouri Pacific, Missouri-Kansas- 
Texas, Cotton Belt, Rock Island, 


Santa Fe, Kansas City Southern 
and Illinois Central. None had 
taken definite action today, but 
passenger traffic officers assumed 
that their lines also would with- 
draw the reduced rates, which had 


depended solely on Frisco compe- 


tition. 


Frisco and other passenger ex- 
ecutives said that while the re- 
duction had been followed by a 
slight increase in passenger traffic, 
it had not approached an amount 
sufficient to offset the reduced rev- 
enue per passenger. 

The fare reduction amounted to 
45 per cent. As pointed out last 
January by the Cotton Belt, Katy 
and Missouri Pacific in a protest 
to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mi n against the reduction, an 
80 per cent increase in coach traffic 
would be required to offset it in 
gross revenue, without considering 
the effect on net revenue of addi- 
tional expenses incident to handling 
additional passengers. 

A belief? seemed common that the 


experiment might be more success-: 


ful under other general business 
conditions. It was stated that few 
persons were traveling now, except 
of necessity, and that the rate re- 
duction might be a more effective 
inducement when general condi- 
tions enabled more of the public 
to consider travel from the pleas- 
ure point of view.

OF COYOTES BY U. S. BUREAU 


Mammalogists Report Biological 
Survey “Most Destructive Agency 
Threatening Fauna. 

By the Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, May 15.—A 


report denouncing the United States 
Bureau of Biolcgical Survey as the 
“most destructive organized agency 


which ever threatened the native 
fauna of the United States,” has 
been adopted by the American So- 
ciety of Mammalogists in annual 
convention here. 

The report was read yesterday by 
Dr. H. E. Anthony of the American 
Museum of Natural History, as 
chairman of a committee of five 
scientists appointed last year to in- 
vestigate the work of the survey. 
Investigations were made in Ari- 
zona, New Mexico, Texas, Califor- 
nia, Nevada, Utah, Colorado, Idaho 
and Wyoming. 

The report urged drastic curtall- 
ment and eventual suspension of 
the poisoning of certain predatory 
animals, including coyotes, wolves 
and mountain lions in the Western 
stock-raising states; deplored the 
“propaganda program” of the Bio- 
logical Survey, which was declared 
to be “»lackening the reputation of 
certain species of predatory mam- 
mals,”’ and asserted the nature-lov- 
ing public should have a voice in 
the program of predatory mammal 
control, “and not leave to the stock- 
raisers sole voice in determining 
the policy of the survey.” The sur- 
vey was urged to use traps, instead

SAYS LIQUOR THEFT IS NOW 
AN ‘INTERNATIONAL AFFAIR’ 


Charge d’Affaires in Report to Sal- 
vadore Sa,s Legation Is Not 
y Protected. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 15.—Dr. 
Don Carlos Leiva, Charge d’Affaires 
of the Salvadorean Legation, said 
today he had made a formal report 
to his Government of the raid upon 
Legation by liquor thieves. 
Leiva, who was injurel in a fight 
by the intruders, said the Legation 
had been visited by burglars four 
times during the last f-ur months 
and that he believed his life was in 
danger because of inadequate police 
protection. 

The State Department, after an 
investigation, announced yesterday 
that it was satisfied that the pres- 
ent protection of diplomatic of- 
ficers and their property in Wash- 
ington was adequate. Leiva said he 
did not care whether the State De- 
partment replaced the 17 cases of 
liquor taken by the thieves. ‘The 
liquor and other stuff stolen is 
purely incidental,” he said. “I am 
concerned about my wife’s and my 
own safety. It was only the merest 
chance that one of the bullets the 
burglar fired did not hit me.” 

He added that under existing con- 
ditions he would be unwilling to let 
his wife stay in the Legation over- 
night. “This matter as much as I 
regret it has now become an inter- 
national situation,’’ he said. “I trust 
it will be satisfactorily adjusted be- 
tween my Government and this.”

Gov. Murray Orders Suit 


Against 9 Companies Un-

. OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., May to. 


—Nine Oklahoma public utility 


companies face ouster suits and 


le confiscation of their prop- 
er for alleged violation of the 
state anti-trust laws. 

Gov. W. H. Murray, in announc~- 
ing plans for state action against 
the companies, predicted the re- 
sult would be a fair gas rate and 
that it would be obtained “several 
years quicker” than under present 
proceedings before the State Cor- 
poration Commission. 

Leon S. Hirsh, attorney who ap- 
peared against the Oklahoma Nat- 
ural Gas Corporation, one of the 
nine concerns named by Murray in 
a rate hearing this, week, was ap- 
pointed by the Governor to file the 
suits in state courts. He said at 
least 10 days would be required for 
preparation. 

The companies against which 
Murray directed Hirsh to file suit 
are the Oklahoma Natural, Quinton 
Natural Gas Corporation, South- 
western Natural Gas Corporation, 
Muskogee Natural Gas, Inc., Tex- 
Okan Oil Corporation, Oklahoma 
Natural Building Co., Tri-Utilitv 
Corporation, American Natural Gas 
Corporation and the Ozark Holding 
Co., otherwise known as the Musko- 
gee Utility Co. and “any other cor- 
porations associated or affilated 
with them.” 

Murray asserted ‘“‘certain corpor- 
ations” had violated state laws by 
creation of a monopoly by the 
maintenance of unlawful rates and 
charges, and otherwise, “which acts 
have subjected such corporations to 
the cancellation and forfeiture of 
their licenses and charters and 
right to do business in the State 
and further subjected them to cer- 
tain penalities, charges and for- 
feitures to the State.” 

The Governor said a receivership 
would be sought for the Oklahoma 
Natural] Gas Corporation, which, he 
charged, had violated the constitu- 
tion by “taking their records out of 
the State and. carrying them to 
New York.” Company rates in 53 
cities have been under investiga- 
tion by the corporation commis- 
sion. 

The Governor’s acticn was 
termed “unfair and not deserved"’ 
by E. C. Deal. president of the 
Oklahoma Natural, who said he 
welcomed an impartial investiga- 
tion, but feared politics would en- 
ter into the matter. 

The Governor contends that for- 
feiture of charters would escheat, 
or forfeit, properties to the State.

all mankind. 

Three Ideas Developed.

“The differences in social condi- 
tions in the human family, which 
were widely decreed by the Cre- 
ator, must not and cannot ever be 
abolishedebut on the other hand 
the condition of the proletarian 
worker cannot forever be the nor- 
mal condition of the bulk of man- 
kind.

U.S. FARM BOARD 
REJECTS MODIFIED 
MINARY PROJECT 


President Stoné Says Plan 
to Get Agreement Among 
Growers to Hold Wheat 
Is Impractical. 


PROPOSAL HAD | 
HOOVER'S APPROVAL 


Hope Expressed That Pro- 
ducers Will Carry’ Out 
Substantial Reduction in 


Acreage.

WASHINGTON, .May 15.—The 
new marketing plan favored by 
President Hoover was formally re- 
jected today by the Federal Farm 
Board, whose members are appoint- 


ed by the President. In a letter to 
State Senator F. J. Wilmer of 
Washington, author of the plan, 
President James C. Stone of the 
Farm Board pronounced the plan 
inadequate and impractical The 
letter, dated Wednesday, was made 
public today at the board's offices. 

The Wilmer proposal, as has been 
explained, is a modified version of 
the old McNary-Haugen plan, and 
like the latter, it aimed at the dis- 
posal of the surplus wheat crop in 
a manner that would not affect the 
price of the wheat sold and con- 
sumed in this country. Under pres- 
ent conditions that part of the crop 
which is sold abroad virtually fixes 
the price in this country. 

Under the Wilmer project It was 
proposed that farmers growing 75 
per cent of the crop be induced to 
sign contracts binding themselves 
either to hold on their farms or to 
deliver to an agency of the Farm 
Board, all the wheat not needed for 
domestic consumption, this surplus 
ultimately to be dumped abroad. It 
also proposed that they contract to 
limit their acreage in 1932 and 
1933 to the area designated by the 
board. 

Hoover Converted to Ptan. 

In .other’ words, the plan pro- 
posed to accomplish, by voluntary 
co-operation. what the McNary- 
Haugen plan proposed to accom- 
Plish by compulsion. President 
Hoover recently became converted 
to it, although he opposed the Mc- 
Nary-Havugen bill vigorously when 
it was before Congress. 

Experience has shown, Stone 
wrote Wilmer, that it is impossible 
to induce wheat growers voluntarily 
to limit themselves in thé produc- 
tion and marketing of their crops 
on the scale proposed in the plan. 
The history of all such efforts, he 
stated, has been “extremely dis-

As the price of natural gas, Columbia is being 
asked by the Missouri Utilities Co. to extend for 10 
years its present franchise, which still has 11 years 
The proposal is discussed in a thoughtful 
editorial in the Columbia Daily Tribune, which comes 
to the conclusion that Columbia would be very un- 
wise to tie itself up for 21 years.

~ Is Civilization Breaking Down? 


Despite civilization’s high material achievements, many observers think it has reached 
an impasse in social accomplishment; modern religion viewed as inadequate for 
mechanized society; science admits it is impotent in probing origins and finalities; 
abrupt check to economic prosperity, writes Dr. Otto Hellér in a letter to the 
Post-Dispatch, arouses doubts as to stability of civilization.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


GOLDEN age of culture is not secure 
against the caviler, and for Horace it 
was “difficult not to write a satire.” In 

the current period, in some ways more gold- 
en than the Julian era, in others decidedly . 
pinchbeck, a host of observers seem to find 
it quite as difficult te suppress a jeremiad. 
Much of well informed and earnestly ut- 
tered opinion arouses doubt whether our 
thoroughly materialistic civilization with its 
straying and short-visioned aims may not 


have reached an impasse. 


Humanity in the twentieth century is de- 
clared by many reflecting minds to be rap- 
idly lapsing from its highest levels of attain- 
ment, because the tense pursuit of the “low- 
er immediacies” has taken the wind out of 
its lungs for any farther ascent. The quick 
march of civilization is suspect of being a 
chase in which things are bagged and values 
trampled on. Or, perhaps, our fast tempo 
of living is only the final spurt of stragglers 
whose course is néarly run. The adult in- 
fantilism recognized by the sagacious Dr. 
Joseph Collins as a distinctive feature of the 
latest social phase may be merely an unmis- 


takable symptom of senility. 
* . 


The worst about such a gloomy appraise- 
ment of human affairs is that it is not easy 
to counter it with categorie¢a!] denial of the 
facts on which it is based. In any unpreju- 
diced survey of extant conditions, the break- 
down of those institutions erdained for the 
needful restraint of the individual and the 
mass has to be considered, both as the pos- 
sible sequel to past social errors and as the 
fotentialk source of incalculable disaster. 
Anyway, the declining authority of time- 
hallowed controls will be readily conceded 


by all honest minds, however they may dif- 


fer about remedies for the evil. Let us give 
a thought or two to some of the aspects of 


our plight. . 


We think, in the first place, of the waning 
power of religion over human conduct. It-is 


in part through the inadequacy of its sanc- 


tions fer a. mechanized society like ours, and,’ 
in part, to our greater shame, through the 


incapacity or insincerity of its professed 


believers, that its moral effect has been .- 


aimost paralyzed. To an untold number of 
the faithful, Christianity is a creed, a cere- 
monial, a system—at the worst a lazy habit 
and at the best a church, but not a religion 
properly comprehended. 

The most patent function of relizion in 
our public life teday is to illustrate the 
vicious discrepancy between precept and 
practice. Lukewarm, merely formealistic

mount questions regarding the causa cau- 
sans of things and the sequel to this strange 
terrestria] interlude. 

In the region of origins and finalities, 
‘Science today deciares itself permanently 
ignorant, and between these deserted goals, 
too, the pretensions of scientific knowledge 
are shrinking. The explanation is not far 
© seek. In the words ef an eminent phys- 

ist, all essays at a mechanistic accounting 
for the phenomena of life are baffled by the 
absence of common factors between the so- 
called vital actions and mechanical or 
physical forces. The two divisions of human 
nature are thus rendered incommensurable, 
though not necessarily irreconcilable. 

In retiring from the impossible pursuit of 
finalities, both physicist and biclogist mod- 
estly suggest that “the scientist should fol- 
low in his investigations the phenomena of 
the_pbjective world only until their special 
forms of energy are absorbed by our nervous 


“syetem.” That is well enough if a man’s 


reach does not exceed his grasp. But what 
if our inquisitiveness refuses to be arrested 
at the point “where objective stimuli have 
become subjectivized”—transmuted, that is, 
into emotion pnd thought? Must we then 
permit our tantalizing questions to be 
squelched, or let ourselves be blandly turned 
over to the mercies of the behaviorist and 
the psychoanalyst? 

Significantly enough, many representative 
scientific thinkers, such as -Whitehead, 
Jeans, Eddington, Haldane, Pupin, Millikan, 
confessedly share the common predicament. 
Se they leave the agnostic camp te become 
apologetes of religion, whether orthodox or 
heterodox does not matter. Within the brief 
stretch of a single week, the-eminent dis- 
coverer of the “Compton effect” recently 
issued ‘his formula for measuring inter- 
atomic space by meang of light ray reac- 
tions and a tract arguing with scientific 
acumen the persistence of consciousness 
after death.

Steak is a general favorite and 
true it.is that in at least eight. cases 
out of ten it is seldom cooked just 
right.. Here is.a chance for house- 
wives, to increase their knowledge 
on the subject. 


There is nothing that gives the 
same flavor to broiled meat as 
cooking over red-hot coals, but 
since such a method can seldem 
be used in these modern days, a 
gas oven or electric grill has to be 
made to do. 

In the words of the classic old 
recipe, “first catch your hare,” or 
in other words first select the 
steak. A sirloin, good and thick, 
is first choice—and by thick is 
meant from one and a half to two 
inches. This will be a large steak 
and will probably weigh about 
three pounds or more. Soif a 
smaller one is desired, use a por- 
terhouse cut or a top round cut 
from prime beef. 

Heat the broiler about 15 min- 
utes tefore starting toa cook the 
steak, as it must be sizzling hot to 
start right. 

Spread the steak out, trim off 
any superfluous fat, but leave a 
generous amount on as it adds 
flavor to the meat. Sprinkle light- 
ly with salt and pepper and rub a 
teaspoonful of vinegar into each 
side. Put the steak on the Hot 
broiler, place the broiler so that 
the meat is about four inches be- 
low the gas flame and cook for 
two minutes to sear the surface. 
Turn the meat with a fork, and be 
careful to stick the fork into the 
rim of the meat rather than the 
center so that none of the precious 
juices may be lost. 

Cook the meat from 8 to 10 
minutes on each side if it is two 
inches thick, or 5 to 8 minutes on 
each side for a steak one and one- 
half inches thick. This makes a 
rare or a medium done steak. Have 
ready a large hot platter on which 
has been melted one tablespoon 
butter seasoned with paprika and 


tershire sauce. Place the cooked 
meat on this, dot with two or three 
little pieces of butter over the top, 
sprinkle with salt and pepper and 
serve as quickly as possible, 
Baked or French friend potatoes 
ares best with such a steak and, 
to many minds, absolute perfection 
comes if friend onion rings ac- 
company it. For these cut sweet 
Bermuda onions across in thin 
slices not more than one-eighth 
inch thick. Soak in milk for half 
an hour, then drain, put in fry- 
ing pan with two tablespoons melt- 
ed butter to a large onion, cover 
and cook for 10 to 15 minutes, or 
until the onions are tender and 
golden brown. Season with salt 
and pepper. Or they may be 
drained from the milk, dipped in 
batter and fried until crisp in deep 
fat. 
Serve a plain green salad or one 
of tomatoes and cucumbers with 
this combination and a favorite 
dessert with plenty of coffee—no 
better feast is possible .

Every 
possessor or tenant of a foot of 
earth is feeling the annual spring- 
time urge to start a garden. They 
want information not available in 
horticulture publications "as to 
what and how and when to’ plant 
things that will withstand our well 
known smoke polluted atmosphere. 
Many of the ihquirers are those 
who in previous years have planted 
flower pots, only to be disappoint- 
ed when plants purporting to be 
perrenials haven’t shown signs of 
life this year. Though we had a 
mild winter, too. Shaw’s Garden 
which is known to have tested the 
effects of our pectliar atmos- 
phere on all manner of growing 
things alone can be depended upon 
for this information a the 
answers are not always encdurag- 
ing. If under the best obtainable 
conditions and with infinite care 
the Garden has been unable to 
propagate in beds out of. doors 
many of the plants which make 
coultry gardens attractive, there is 
small use in the amateur city gar- 
dener attempting it. ‘The answer 
to these disappointed ones is that 
most plants which come up from 
the same roots year after year in 
the country, in the city have to be 
treated as annuals and replanted 
every year. They don’t freeze; the 
same plants do not freeze in the 
county, but in the city are s0 
weakened by soot deposit clogging 
their breathing cells that they can- 
not survive. 
Don’t depend upon your § del- 
phiniums, columbine, plumbago, 
coreopsis, hollyhocks or any of the 
more tender perrenials, nor the bi- 
ennials such as foxglove and sweet- 
william renewing themselves, but 
get to work right now if you have 
not already done so, planting seeds 
or setting out seedlings. .

EE list of plants which may be 
T crown from seeds is unlimited 

so there is po reason why you 
should not in a single season have 
as gorgeous a garden as your 
means afford. And if you simply 
can’t be bothered with replanting 
each year or are determined to 
leave something for posterity, fol- 
lowing is a list of perennials which 
have been proved hardier than 
others under city conditions: gold- 
en rod, sun flower, day lily, native 
penstemon, physostegia, tradescan- 
tia, sedum, veronica, iris, peony, 
pansy, achilla, gas plant, candytuft, 
native asters, marguerite, chrysan- 
themum, lily-of-the-valley,  thali- 
crum, shooting star. 
The greatest damage wrought by 
the smoke and frost combination at 
the garden is always to the roses, 
75 per cent of the hybrids in the 
permanent rose garden having to be 
replaced each year.
